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NOTES  TO  THE  READER. 


Ji’irsl.'Th^  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  to  solar  o 
apparent  time,  to  which  add  the  equation  in  the  Table  on  pag 
35,  wl'.en  the  clock  is  fast,  and  subtract  when  slow,  for  the  mea 
or  clock  time. 

Second.  The  time  of  high  water  at  Philadelphia,  is  so  com 
puted  as  to  serve  either  for  inorning  or  evening:  exact  enoug 
jor  common  use:  The  morning  Hood  being  about  12  minute 
earlier  than  the  time  in  the  tide  column,  and  that  of  the  even 
ing  a?  much  later. 

Third-  The  sun’s  declination  is  fitted  to  the  meridian  of  Phi 
ladelphia,  for  the  noon  of  each  day  in  the  year. 

Tonrth.  As  the  days  end  at  midnight,  the  rising,  setting,  an 
southing  of  the  moon,  when  after  that  time,  is  found  against  th 
succeeding  day  ; so  on  the  night  of  (or  following)  the  14th  o 
the  First  month,  (.lanuary,)  tlie  moon  rises  at  3 It.  28  la.  ahe 
midnight;  viz.  in  the  morning  ot  the  15th,  not  at  1 h.  25  m.  th 
time  opposite  the  14ih,  which  is  the  time  of  her  rising  the  pre 
ceding  morning. 

Fifth.  The  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  a star,  may  lie  car 
rierl  several  days  backwards, by  adding,  or  forwards,  by  sub 
iracting,  four  minutes  per  day.  For  instance,  on  the  9th  da 
of  tite  First  month,  (January,)  Sirius  is  south  at  1 1 hours,  12  m 
adding  12  minutes  for  3 days  sooner,  we  have  11  h.  24  m.  for  th' 
southing  on  the  6th,  and  deducting  8 m for  two  days  later,  leave 
11  h.  4 m.for  that  on  the  11th  of  the  same  month,  &c. 

Sink.  The  time  of  Alioth’s  passing  over  the  meridian,  o 
■when  a plumb  line  apparently  cuts  both  the  pole  star  and  Ali 
oth,  is  given  for  tlie  first  six  months  above  the  pole,  and  for  thi 
last  six  months  below  it,  to  five  days  in  every  month,  and  ma; 
be  readily  known  for  any  day  by  tlie  preceding  note  ; — Tliesi 
two  stars  will  be  visibly  coincident  with  a level  F.ast  and  Wes 
line,  at  5 h.  59m.  before  and  after  Alioth  passes  the  meridian 
but  for  common  use  say  six  hours  ; Thus  we  may  regulate  time 
pieces  to  a minute,  or  tell  tlie  time  without  them.  The  poll 
star  is  on  the  meridian  8 minutes  later  than  Alioth  ; when  i 
true  meridian  line  may  be  drawn  by  it,  and  the  magnetic  varia 
tion  thereby  determined,  8cc. 

Alioth  is  the  first  star  in  the  tail  of  the  great  Bear;  viz.  tha 
»ext  to  the  square,  or  it  is  the  third  star  of  the  seven,  com 
inonly  called  the  waggon  or  plough,  counting  towards  those  tw< 
of  thenr.  which  are  denominated  the  pointers.

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HINTS  ON  THE  EDUCATION  OF  WOMEN  IN  THE 
LOWER  STATIONS  OF  LIFE. 

As  the)’  are  capable  of  instructforr  as  well  as  the  men,  ajrl 
like  them  too,  accountable  for  their  actions,  the  very  meanest 
among  them  should  be  taught  to  read  the  English  language, 
to  sing  the  church  tunes,  and  to  write.  To  this  may  be  addecl 
tiie  common  rules  of  arithmetic,  if  they  discover  an  inclinatron 
to  learn  them.  Above  all,  the  greatest  care  should  be  taken 
to  instruct  thenj  in  the  principles  of  religion  and  morality,  and 
to  superinteiKl  and  direct  their  conduct.  For  this  purpose 
they  should  be  sent  to  the  parish-schools,  either  in  company 
with  the  boys,  or  rather  by  themselves,  and  at  difierent  hours. 
Humanity,  nay  justice,  and  a regard  for  the  itublic  good,  re- 
quire this  care  to  be  taken  of  the  women.  Are  they  not  re- 
commended, hy  the  feebleness  of  their  sex,  to  the  care  and 
protection  of  the  men?  Are  they  not  partakers  of  the  same 
nature  ? Are  they  not  endued  with  the  same  jwwers  of  mind? 
Would  not  this  early  attention  to  tlicir  nvinds  and  morals  ren- 
der them  more  diligent  and  more  f-iithhil  servants?  And 
wlien  married,  would  it  not  render  them  more  capable  of  in- 
structing their  children,  and  more  attentive  to  their  beliavioui/ 

In  forming  their  minds,  particular  care  should  he  taken  to 
point  out  those  qualities  wliich  are  most  oi-uamental  to  their 
sex,  such  as  cleanliness,  neatness  of  dress,  modesty,  sweetness 
of  temper,  iiulusiry,  sobriety,  fiugality.  And  as  the  women, 
thus  educated,  will  make  it  their  stu(ty  to  acquire  the  proper 
acr,om|)lishn>euts,  and  t'.ie  distinguishing  virtues  of  their  sex, 
a desire  to  please  them  will  aiiim  itc'the  men,  and  prove  an 
additional  motive  to  regal  irity  and  decency  of  behavtour. 

They  sliould  also  be  carefully  instructed  when  yomig,  in  all 
tiiu  branches  of  domestic  cconoiivv,  esi.vecialiy  in  the  dressing  nf 
victu.ds,  in  sewing,  sj>imiing,  and  knitting.  'F(>  be  mistress  of 
the.se  and  the  like  accomplishments,  t.-ill  he  a considcrtilile 
advantage  to  a yoting  wonian  : it  will  help  to  ivcoinmcnd  her 
to  a hushand  ; it  will  comiicnsatc  to  her  the  want  of  a fortnne. 
Among  other  things,  young  women  sliould  be  deeply  impressed 
with  a sense  of  cliaracter,  and  tauglit  the  inlinite  diHeieiice 
between  virtue  and  vice,  with  the  inseparable  connexion  be- 
tween innocence  and  li:q)pincss^on  the  one  hand,  and  between 
guilt  and  misery  on  the  other.  And  it  is  hoped  that,  if  this, 
plan  were  put  in  cxecmlion,  it  would  have  a great  effect  in  im- 
proving the  minds  of  both  sexes  and  of  all  ranks,  in  restraining 
hat  proiiensity  to  illicit  anvonrs  which  is  so  much  complained 
>f  in  young  gentlemfeu,  and  in  extinguishing  that  taste  for  Inxn- 
•y  aril  idleness,  which,  is  known  to  liave  so  baneful  an  in  11  u- 
■iice  on  the  strength,  the  poiinlousness,  and  tiie  pi-osperity  of 
i nation,  lliese  obstructions  being  removed,  our  truer  and 
nore  lasting  happiness  would  no  longer  elude  our  search  ; ic 
vould  be  found  in  a married  state,  as  it  can  arise  only  from 
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the  liosses.sion  nf  a x’irtuous  and  amiable  woman,  the 
and  comjianion  of  life. 

As  to  children  oh  the  lowest  rank,  and  of  both  sexes,  who 
in  consequence  of  the  poverty  and  dcpnivity  of  their  parents, 
are  generally  and  necessarily  trained  up  to  beggary  and  vice, 
no  niethorl  of  rendering  them  viituons  and  useful  members  of 
society  will  be  found  more  ciFertual,  or  more  humane,  than 
that  which  has  been  lately  pursued  in  a small  town  of  North 
Britain.*  In  that  town,  by  establishing  a fund  for  a salary  to  j 
.1  well  qualified  teacher,  and  by  a judicious  union  of  industry  ' 
with  iiistruction,  a i'.ajtpj'  and  wonderful  reformation  has  al- 
ready taken  place  among  the  children  of  the  jjoor.  That  nu-  I 
inerous  class,  formerly  sunk  in  wickedness  and  misery,  are  i 
now  acquiring  habits  of  industry,  accompanied  with  r.seful  in-  I 
iitruction,  and  aie  contributing,  many  of  them,  to  the  support  ! 
of  their  parents  as  well  as  themselves. — L'ha/imaJi;

SiVbst^tute  for  Milk  or  Cream. 

Whe  cream  or  milk  cannot  Be  got,  it  is  an  excellent  sub- 
stinite  to  beat  u|)  the  whole  of  a fresh  egg.  in  a basin,  and  then 
grathially  to  pour  boiling  tea  over  it,  to  prevent  its  curdling. 
It  is  difficult,  from  the  taste,  to  distinguish  the  comitositiou 
from  tea  and  rich  cream.  This  might  be  of  great  use  at  sea, 
as  eggs  may  be  preserved  fresh  in  various  ways. 


•ACCIDENTS  FROM  INTOXICATION. 

'1  he  state  of  intoxication  greatly  resembles  that  of  an  incipient 
palsy  or  apojtlexy.  Inebriated  persons  stagger  in  all  direc- 
tions ; they  stammer;  every  tiling  apiieavs  double  ; their  tongue 
i-s  in  a manner  iiaralytic.  and  they  are  deprived  of  the  faculty 
of  speech.  'I  his  imbecility  extends  to  the  mind,  which  is  thus 
t endered  totally  incapable  of  reflection.  As  the  brain  is  over- 
charged with  blood,  the  vessels  pressing  on  th  it  part  are  very 
liable  to  burst,  from  the  least  accidental  concussion;  and  the 
iinfoi  tunate  \ ictim  of  such  folly  may  cxyiirc,  while  he  remains 
insensible  of  his  danger.  Hence  he  ought  to  be  conveyed  into 
a cool  rather  than  a warm  room,  and  ydaced  between  blankets, 
with  his  head  considerably  raised  ; but  the  legs  should  be  in  a 
pendant  situation,  and  the  feet  bathed  in  lukewarm  watei'. 
E\  ery  tigiit  ligature  of  the  shit  t,  waistband,  gai  ter,  &c.  must 
be  immediately  relaxed,  and  diluent  drinks,  such  as  bai  ley  or 
tice-watcr,  yilentilnlly  given,  though  in  small  jiorlions  Next, 
a gentle  emetic  is  to  be  introduced,  and  the  throat  stimulated 
with  a feather  dipped  in  oil,  after  vomiting,  the  jiatient  gen- 
erally f ills  into  a proriumd  sleep,  from  which  he  a wakes  weak, 
•trembling,  and  aflectetl  wiili  a violent  lieai  t burn. 


.In  raMj  method  of  removing;  the  iat,lc  of  Garlic  from  Mdk. 
and  thus  firevejitin!^  it  in  Butter — As  the  dairy'  is  fotmd  of 
imich  importance  to  the  agricultural  interests  of  this  cotintvy, 
the  following  is  offered  to  th-e  pttblic  through  the  medium  of 
•^ir  miscellany. 

"^Fhe  object  of  the  present  essay  is  to  avoid  an  inconvenience 
t('  which  our  dairy  is  subjected,  and  to  convert  it  into  an  ad- 
vantage. I'he  following  plan  is  rccoipmended,  as  a method 
of  removing  the  garlicky  taste  from  milk,  and  producing 
sweet,  good  btiitei-  in  place  (tf  that  'which  is  so  gericrally  con- 
sidered as  highly  disagreeable. 

When  tile  milk  is  new  from  the  cow,  pour  one  quart  of 
boiling  wtittr  into  every  gallon  of  milk:  stir  it  through,  and 
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put  the  whole  into  broad  shallow  dishes,  so  that  it  will  not  be 
above  two  inches  deep.  Let  these  dishes  be  placed  on  an 
open  shelf,  that  the  vapour  may  pass  freelj'  and  entirelv  away. 
When  the  milk  has  stood  in  tliis  manner  twelve  hours,  it  may 
be  put  into  the  churn  altogether,  or  only  the  cream,  as  may 
be  most  agreeable  to  the  taste  or  practice  of  the  operator. 
Milk  from  cows  that  have  pastured  on  garlick,  when  managed 
in  this  way,  will  be  quite  sweet. 

'J'lie  planltere  proposed  is  founded  on  analogous  experience. 

The  feeding  the  cows  on  turnips  communicates  a disagreea- 
ble taste  to  the  milk  and  butter;  but  in  many  parts  of  Britain, 
they  make  excellent  butter  from  turnip-fed  cows,  by  a plan 
similar  to  the  foregoing. 

The  bad  taste  of  the  turnip  consists  in  some  volatile  sub- 
stance which  is  evaporated  by  the  hot  water.  Garlick  is 
much  of  the  same  nature,  but  probably  more  volatile.  Hiscuit, 
baked  from  garlicky  flour,  has  no  taste  of  garlick;  But  soft 
bread,  or  a pudding  of  the  same  flour,  retains  it  strongly, 
having  both  experienced  but  an  imperfect  evaporation. 


METHOD  OF  MAKING  CIDER. 


Cider  is  an  ai’ticle  of  domestic  manufacture,  which  is  in  my 
opinion,  worse  managed  than  any  in  our  country  ; perhaps  the 
better  way  to  correct  errors,  is  to  point  out  some  of  the  prin- 
cipal ones,  and  then  to  recommend  belter  ])lans. 

Apples  are  commonly  collected  when  wet,  and  thrown  in  a 
heap,  exposed  to  sun  and  I'ain,  until  a sourness  pervades  the 
wliole  mass,  then  ground,  anti  for  want  of  a trough  or  other 
vessels  sufTicient  to  hold  a„cheese  at  a time  the  pumice  is  put 
on  the  press  as  fast  as  ground;  and  a large  cheese  is  made 
which  requires  so  much  time  to  finish  and  press  off,  that  a 
fermentation  comes  on  in  the  cheese  before  all  the  juice  is  out, 
and  certain  it  is,  tliat  a small  quantity  of  the  juice  pressed  out 
after  fermentation  comes  on,  will  s])oi!  tlie  product  of  a whole' 
cheese,  if  mixed  therewith.  Wlien  either  of  the  above  errors 
will  spoil  cider,  we  need  not  wonder  at  the  effect  of  a combi- 
I nation  of  the  whole,  as  frequently  happens.  As  I have  very 
often  exported  cider  to  the  West  Indies,  and  to  Europe,  and 
ilso  sold  it  to  others  for  the  same  purpose,  without  even 
tearing  of  any  spoiling;  and  as  it  is  my  wish  to  make  the  pro- 
ductions of  oitr  country  as  useful  as  possible,  I will  give  an  ac- 
count of  ftty  method  of  making  tliis  valuable  liquor. 

I gather  the  apples  when  dry,  put  tiiem  on  a floor  under 
over,  and  have  a trough  large  enough  to  hold  a cheese  at 
■nee,  and  when  the  weather  is  warm,  I grind  them  late  in  the 
veniag,  spreading  the  pumice  over  the  trough  to  air  it,  as  the 
ider  will  iherehy  be  enriched,  and  a fine  amber  colour  in  it 
rpduced  : and  here  it  may  be  remarked,  that  the  longer  a 
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chees-e  lies  offer  Ireiog  ground,  before  firessing,  the  hetleY  for 
the  cider,  Jirovided  it  esca/ies  fermentation  until  the  ])ressing 
is  coai|jletetl.  The  following  experiment  will  render  this  evi-- 
■dent — Bruise  a tart  apple  on  one  side,  and  let  it  lie  until 
brown;  then  Uiste  the  juice  of  each  part,  and  it  will  be  found, 
that  the  juice  of  tlie  bruised  part  is  sweet  and  rich  : so  if 
sweet  and  tart  apples  are  ground  together,  aiul  put  immedi- 
ately on  the  pixiss,  the  lif^uor  which  they  produce  will  have 
the  taste  of  both  kinds  of  fruit;  but  if  permitted  to  lie  until  the 
pumice  becomes  Itrown,  the  cider  will  be  greatly  improved. 

1 take  great  care  to  pat  cider  in  clean  sweet  casks,  and  the 
only  way  to  effect  this,  is  to  rinse  or  scald  them  well,  as  soon 
as  the  cider  is  out,  and  not  to  permit  them  to  stand  with  the 
lees,  which  will  certaiidy  cause  them  to  become  sour,  or  musty, 
or  to  smell.  When  my  casks  arc  filled,  I place  them  in  the 
shade,  exposed  to  the  northern  air;  and  when  fermentation 
takes  place,  I fill  them  iiji  once  or  more,  to  cause  as  much  of 
the  feculent  matter  as  possible,  to  discharge  from  the  bung; 
when  a clear  white  froth  comes  out,  I put  in  the  bung  loosely, 
or  bore  a hole  in  it,  and  put  in  a spile,  thereby  checking  the 
ferment;ition  gradually.  After  this  has  subsided  I take  the  j 
first  op|)ortunity  of  clear,  cool  weather,  and  rack  it  off  into  ; 
clean  casks  which  1 jjrepare  thus.  When  1 draw  cider  out  of 
a cask  in  which  it  has  lermented,  I rinse  it  with  cold  water, 
and  put  in  two  or  three  (juarts  of  fine  gravel,  and  tliiee  or  four  ^ 
gallons  of  water;  the  cask  is  well  shaken  or  rolled  to  scour  off  ij 
tl’.c  .sediment  alw.vys  adhering  to  the  cask,  and  which  if  not  j 
removed,  will  act  as  a feiment  to  the  lirpior  when  returned  to  . 
the  cask,  and  spoil,  or  greatly  injure  the  liquor. 

After  scouring  the  casks,  I again  rinse  them,  and  litul  ad- 
\antage  from  burning  a match  of  sulphur  suspended  in  the 
cask  by  a wiie,  after  putting  in  two  or  tiiree  buckets  of  cider. 

A conve.incnt  way  to  perforin  this  i)rocess  is  to  have  a long 
ta[)ering  bung,  s<i  as  that  between  the  two  cuds  it  will  lit  any  ■ 
bole  : to  the  small  enil  of  this  bung  drive  in  a wire  with  a 
iiookcd  end  to  bold  the  match.  If  the  cider  stands  a week  or  , 
snore  after  racking,  previously  to  being  put  away  in  the  cellar,  I 
i rack  it  again,  rinsing  the  casks,  but  not  with  gravel,  and  rc- 
tiiove  them  to  the  cellar.  The  late  made  cider,  I put  in  the 
cellar  immediately  after,  or  before  the  first  racking,  according 
as  the  weather  may  happen  to  be.  The  cider  intended  to  be 
kept  till  summer,  I rack  in  cool,  clear  weather,  in  the  latter  ► 
end  of  Fcbruaiy,  or  the  beginning  of  March;  the  casks  must  ; 
be  kept  full,  and  bunged  as  light  as  possible. 


CUHItRJS  EXPERIMl'iNTS. 

If  a piece  of  lead  be  applied  to  the  upper  part  of  the  point 
of  the  tongue,  while  a piece  of  silver  is  applied  to  the  under 
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part,  upon  bringing  the  two  metals  into  contact,  a pimgent 
sensation  will  be  felt,  accompanied  by  a strong  metalline  taste. 
If  a jiiece  of  tin-foil  be  laid  on  the  point  of  the  tongue,  and  the 
rounded  end  of  a silver  pencil  case  be  placed  against  the  ball 
of  ilie  eye,  while  the  otlier  end  rests  on  the  tin-foil,  a pale 
Hash  of  light  will  diffuse  itself  over  the  whole  of  the  eye.  If 
the  experiment  be  made  with  zinc  and  gold,  instead  of  tin  foil 
and  silver,  the  flash  is  incomparably  more  vivid.  Dr.  Fowler 
mentions,  that  by  placing  one  of  the  metals  as  high  up  as  pos- 
sible between  the  gums  aiul  the  upiier  lip,  and  the  other  in  a 
similar  situation  with  regard  to  the  under  lip,  a flush  was  pro- 
duced, as  vivid  as  that  occasioned  in  the  former  instance,  with 
this  remarkable  difference,  that  the  flash  produced,  instead  of 
being  confined  to  the  eye,  appeared  to  be  diffused  over  the 
whole  face.

• CURE  FOR  HARD  TIMES. 

Exffact  from  the  charge  of  Judge  Ross,  to  the  (Irand  Jury  of 
Montgomery  county,  (Pa.) 

Gfntlemifn  of  the  Grand  Jury, 

I shall  take  the  liberty  of  saying  a few  words  on  a subject 
which  may  not  seem  to  come  jiroperly  under  my  notice  at  this 
time.  But  it  is  so  general  a topic  of  conversatio’i,  and  has  been 
so  frequently  handled  in  the  newspaiiers  and  in  pamphlets, 
that  1 think  it  will  not  be  amiss  to  introduce  it  into  this  place. 
The  subject  to  which  I allude,  is,  the  Hard  'I'intes.  You  are 
here,  gentlemen,  from  the  remote  parts  of  your  county,  and 
you  have  doubtless  heard  a variety  ot  causes  assigned  for  these 
hard  times.  Our  legislature  have  had  the  subject  under  con- 
sideration— They  have  talked  of  a loan  office,  of  stop  laws,  of 
a law  for  great  internal  improvements;  and  a great  variety  of, 
projects  have  been  agitated  by  them,  all  to  obviate  those  hardf' 
times.  But  their  projects  are  all  visionary,  none  of  them  cal- 
culated to  do  the  smallest  good  to  the  community.  Congress, 
cm,  have  been  engaged  on  this  subject ; they  have  thought 
hat  some  great  change  in  the  tariff,  or  some  important  meas- 
ire  for  the  encouragement  of  domestic  manufactures,  would 
lelp  us  out  of  the  difiTiculty,  But  all  this  is  perfectly  idle. — 
These  projects  do  not  strike  at  the  root  of  the  matter.  I may 
« singular  in  my  views,  gentlemen,  but  really  I have  thought 
omuch  on  the  subject,  that  I can’t  avoid  expressing  my  sen- 
iments,  whatever  you  may  think  of  them.  I have  no  objec- 
|ions  to  great  improvements.  1 am  by  no  means  unfriendly  to 
jurown  manufactures;  but  then  1 think  that,  in  order  to  cure 
»'|he  evil,  we  must  all  act  individually. — Let  the  work  of  refor- 
ii;  lation  begin  at  home,  and  I confidently  believe  we  shall  soon 
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get  rid  of  hard  times,  that  are  so  much  complained  of.  To  be 
calling  out  for  legislative  aid,  while  we  ourselves  arc  idle,  is 
acting  like  the  man  in  the  fable,  who  when  his  wagon  wheel 
was  fast  in  the  ditch,  cried  to  Hercules  to  help  him,  instead  of 
putting  his  own  shoulder  to  the  wheel.  We  must  I'.elp  our- 
solves,  gentlemen,  ami  if  that  will  not  answer,  why  then_we 
inav  call  for  Hercules  to  assist  us. 

VVe  are  too  fond  of  showing  out  in  our  families ; and  in  this 
way  our  expenses  far  exceed  our  incomes.  Our  daughters 
must  be  dressed  off  in  their  silks  and  crapes,  instead  of  their 
iinsey  woolsey.  Our  young  folks  are  too  pi'oud  to  be  seen  in  a 
coarse  dress,  and  their  extravagance  is  bringing  ruin  upon  onr 
families.  When  you  can  induce  your  sous  to  prefer  young 
women  for  their  real  worth,  rather  than  for  their  show  ; when 
you  can  get  them  to  choose  a wile  who  can  make  a good  loaf 
of  bread,  and  a good  pound  of  butter,  in  pi  efcience  to  a girl 
who  does  notliing  but  dance  aboutiii  her  silks  and  her  laces,  then, 
gentlemen,  you  may  expect  to  see  a cliange  for  the  better. 
We  must  get  back  to  the  good  old  simplicity  of  former  times, 
if  we  expect  to  see  more  prospei'ous  days.  Tlie  tfme  was, 
even  since  my  memory,  when  a sim])le  note  was  good  for  any 
amount  of  money,  but  now,  bonds  and  mortgages  are  tlwuglit 
almost  no  securit)’;  and  this  is  owing  to  tlie  want  of  confidence. 

And  what  has  caused  this  want  of  coulidencc  Why,  it  is 
occasioned  by  the  extravagant  manner  of  living  ; by  your  fami- 
lies going  in  debt  beyond  your  ability  to  ])ay. — Examine  this 
matter,  gentlemen,  and  you  will  find  this  to  he  the  real  cause. 
Teach  vniir  tons  to  be  too  (rroud  to  ride  a hackney  which  their 
lot  pay  for.  Let  them  be  above  being  seen  sporting 
a cai  risge  whir h their  father  is  in  debt  for.  Let 
: this  sort  of  independent  pride,  and  I venture  to  say, 
will  soon  perceive  a reformation.  But  until  the 
I luoigc  i^ommcnces  in  this  way  in  our  families;  until  we  begin 
the  work  ourselves,  it  is  in  \ aiii  to  exjiect  better  times. 

Now,  gentlemen,  if  you  think  as  1 do  on  tliis  subject,  there 
~ is  a way  of  showing  tliat  yon  tlo  think  so,  and  luit  one  way; 
iwhen  you  return  to  your  homes,  have  independence  enough  to 
*^ut  these  principles  into  practice;  and  I am  sure  you  will  not 
be  disa]>pointed.
